This year’s musical “The Music Man” will mark an anniversary 
of 10 shows that have been staged in the new high school (nine of 
these have been Broadway musicals). However, these productions 
have only carried on a tradition of long standing that had its be¬ 
ginnings when Miss Ruth Perry staged “The Windmills of Holland” 
in 1926. 

This year will mark 40 years of Agawam Shows and the “Music 
Man” program will provide several pages to this Agawam tradition. 
Included will be a listing of the many shows that were staged by 
Miss Perry during her 20 years as supervisor of music in Agawam. 
These were followed by two productions under the direction of Mrs. 
Virginia (Clark) Godin and a number directed by Miss Mary Hayes. 
It would be hard to estimate the number of students that have taken 
part in these shows with the current productions involving over 300 
sudents. It is estimated that well over 2000 students during the 
last 10 years have taken part in an Agawam High Musical. 

Miss Perry- is still an Agawam resident and has kept in close 
touch with the local music scene. Some of her thoughts with regard 
to the early shows are included in this year’s program which will be 
sold at all performances.. 

Also in keeping with the 10 year anniversary will be a section 
of program devoted to the shows during this period and a special 
record that will include several selections from each of the last 10 
musicals. 

A special highlight of this year’s “Music Man” will be the final 
scene in which the Agawam High Band will take part in full force 
(with the exception of about 30 members who have other parts in 
the production). They will help bring the curtain down with the 
strains of “76 Trombones.” During the 882 performances of “Music 
Man” on Broadway, the electric hold of this song elicited some 2700 
encores. Audiences never seem to get enough of this stirring selec¬ 
tion which is first introduced when Robert Osolinski (as Harold Hill) 
tries to sell the citizens of River City on the value of having a band 
in town. 

Special settings for Agawam’s “Music Man” have been de¬ 
vised by Robert who has had a major part in the last three musicals 
as well as helping in the designing and painting the scenery. These 
include two major units which provide for a balcony, 7 feet by 12 
feet long, that is used in the colorful “Library” scene, then separated 
to provide elevated backdrops for several scenes. They also provide 
for the two “porch” scenes and serve as units upon which additional 
panels can be hung. 

Blue prints for these new stagings were drawn by Bruce Her¬ 
mans under the supervision of Mr. Henry Baker while students in 
the woodworking classes of Mr. Louis Bale put the platforms to¬ 
gether.
